Bishop, J., died 1737. He was a pupil of Bosingrave and subsequently 
appointed Organist of Winchester Cathedral.

Blow, J., Mus. Doc, bom 1648, died 1708. He was one of the first set 
of children of the Chapel Royal ait&t the Bestoration. On the death 
of Pelham Humphries, 1674, he was ai)pointed Master of the Bo^s. 
He succeeded Purcell, in 1695, as Organist of S. Margaret's, Westmm- 
ster, and subsequently became Organist of Westminster Abbey and 
Composer to the Chapel Boyal. Among his pupils were Henry 
Purcell, Jeremiah Clarlke, and Dr. Croft. 

BoTCB, W., Mus. Doc, bom 1710, died 1779. He was pupil of Dr.

Gbebn, M., Mus. Doc., died 1775, was brought up as Chorister in S. 
Paul's Cathedral. In 1718 he succeeded his master, Brind, as 
Organist of 8.

He was 
in 1730 chosen to succeed Dr. Tudway as Professor of Music in the 
University of Cambridge.

In 1741 he produced his Oratorio " The Messiah," and while detaiued 
at Chester on account of the wind beinff unfavourable for his embark- 
ing at Parkgate for Ireland, he invited the services of those of the 
Cathedral Choir and other musicians who could read at sight, to trv 
the choruses ; but after repeated attempts, thev could not get through 
"And with his stripes." Handel died, as he had prayed he might, 
on Gh>od Friday, April 14th, 1759, and was buriea in Westminste 
Abbey.

A member of the Choir of Chichester Cathedral, 
subsequently one of the gentlemen of the Chapel Boyal, and one of 
the sink's Chamber Musicians in 1602. He fell at the Siege of 
Chester m 1645. 

Lawes, Hbnby, brother of the preceding, born 1600. Became one of the 
gentlemen of the Chapel Royal and private musician to Charles I., 
he died in 1662 and was interred in Westminster Abbey. 

Lbb, W., Organist of Southwell Collegiate Church about 1724. 

Leo, L., Organist to the Chapel Boyal, Naples, died 1745.

MsNDBLSSOHN, Feux Babtholdt, bom 1809. Zelter, the founder and 
director of the Academy at Berlin, taught him Composition, while 
Berger and Moscheles instructed him on the Piano. So early as 
his ninth year he appeared in public as a Pianist. His Oratorio, 
'*S. Paul," was first performed at Dusseldorf, in 1836, while 
"Elijah," was produced at Birmingham, in 1846. He died 1848. 

MoBLET, T., Mus. Bac, died 1604. A pupil of Bird, and one of the 
Gentlemen of Queen Elizabeth's Chapel.

MozABT, WoLFOANO AiCADEUS, born in 17o6, died 1792, aged 36 years. 
It was not till his life was drawing to its close that he concentrated 
his whole attention on Sacred Composition. Haydn, though born 24 
years before him, survived Mozart 18 years. In 1764 Mozart visited 
England, then only 8 years old, but already the author of more than 
two compositions. The ** Bequiem" was his last and uufiuished work.

Doc., died 1685, a Gentleman of the Chapel Boyal, 
afterwards he was appointed Organist of Christ Church, Dublin, 
where he remained till, on the rebellion of 1641, he returned to 
Windsor, and in 1662 again became a Member of the Choir, witii the 
appointment of Organist of Eton College, both which offices he con- 
tmued to fill until he was elected Organist of Magdalene College, 
Oxford, taking his degree as Doctor of Music in 1669, on the opening 
of the New Theatre. He was ejected from his office as Organiirt 
by order of King James I. in 1685, and died in the outskirts of the 
city — a pensioner on the charity of the College.

Sfohb, Ludwio^ bom 1784, died Conrt Chapel-master at Cassel, in 1859. 
His Oratono, " The Last Judgment," was first performed on pood 
Friday, 1826. His style is peculiarly ehromatiCf and his Music some- 
times loses clearness through intricacy of construction. 

Sfbechlet, J., Organist of Peterborough Cathedral. 

Stadteb, H., Mus. Doc, M. A., Organist of New College and the Unirersity 
of Oxford. 

Steffani, a., bom 1650. He became Chapel-master in the Court of 
Hanover. In compliance with the request of his Patron he took 
Holy Orders, and on being elevated to the Bishopric of S^igna by 
Pope Innocent XI., he resigned his office of Chapel-master in favor 
of ISandel. He was elected President of the Academy of Ancient 
Music in London in 1724, and died at Frankfort in 1730. 

Stephens, J., Mus. Doc, Organist of Salisbury Cathedral, died 1781. 

Stbottd, J., was one of the Choristers of the Chapel Boyal, and died at 
the age of 16, in 1720. 



THOBins, E. H., Organist of Chichester Cathedral. 

Tallis, Thomas, one of the greatest Musicians during the 16th century, 
was the master of Byrde. He was bom early in the reign of Henry 
ym. It is said he was Organist of the Chapel Boyal during the 
reigns of that monarch, Edward YI., Mary, and Elizahieth ; but from 
the records of the Chapel Boyal it would appear that Lay Organists 
were for the first time permitted in the reign of Elizabeth. He 
added harmonies to the Plain Song of the Church, as adapted to 
English words by Merbecke. 

Travebs, J., a Chorister m S. George's Chapel, Windsor, apprenticed to 
Dr. Greene. In 1737 he was appointed Organist oi the Cbapel 
Koyal, and was succeeded by Dr. Boyce in 1768, the year of his 
decease. 

TuoKEB, Bev. W., one of the Gentlemen of Kins Charles II.' s Chapel, 
and Precentor of Westminster Abbey, died 1678. 

TuBLE, W., born in 1795. He was originally Chorister in Wells 
Cathedral, and is now the Organist of Westminster Abbey, and a fine 
Composer of Sacred Music. 

TuBNEB, W., Mus. Doc, a pupil of Dr. Blow. He died in 1740. 

TuDWAT, Thokas, Mus. Doc, a fellow -pupU with Turner and Purcell 
under Dr. Blow. He was created Doctor and Professor of Music 
in the University of Cambrid^, on the occasion of the visit of 
Queen Anne to that University m 1705. 

Ttb, Chbistopheb, Mub. Doc, a Gentleman of the Chapel Boyal in 
1545, when he took his degree as Doctor of Music. He adapted the 
first 14 chapters of the Acts of the Apostles to Music, and published 
them in 15o3, dedicated to Edward Yl. The Anthems he has left of 
his own composition were originally with Latin words.

Weldon, J., died 1636, was a pupil of Henry Purcell in 1706. He 
succeeded Dr. Blow as one of the Organists of the Chapel Boyal, and 
seven years after was elected as one of the Composers to the same 
Boyal Chapel. 

Wbsley, S., bom 1766, died 1815. His compositions are in the highest 
degree masterly and grand.

Wise, Michael, one of the first of the children of the Chapel Eoyal after 

the Kestoration. He then became Composer and Master of the 

Choristers at Salisbury Cathedral in 1668 and in 1675 was appointed 

a gentleman of the Chapel Boyal, and eleven years after. Master of 

. the Choristers at S. Paul s. He died at Salisbury in 1687. 

WoODWABD, B., Mus. Doc, Organist of Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, 
died 1778. 

WoBOAN, J., Mus. Doc, Organist of S. Mary Aze, London, died 1783.
